TH E EASTERN OUEJTION. 


Renew al of the Im broglio O ver A fghan­ 
istan. 
New Y o rk , February 21st.—The Stars 
London cable of the 20th says ; Dispatches 
from India to-night state that Russian 
agents are organizing another rising of the 
Ghilzai tribes against England's ally, the 
Am eer of A fghanistan. The Ghilzai chiefs 
have received large supplies of Russian 
arms, am m unition ami treasure, and are 
acting under thp direction of Russian offi­ 
cers. 
The enorm ous concentration of R us­ 
sian troops and war m aterial at Merv, 
Sam arcand and strategic points for threat­ 
ening H erat, indicate an early Russian ad­ 
vance in the direction o f H erat and give 
color to the reported subsidizing of ihe 
Ghilzais by the Russians. 
It has leaked out that the Indian Gov­ 
ernm ent has warned the hom e Cabinet that 
the Am eer will shortly require effective 
support, and has asked for sanction to push 
torward troops to Cundahnr for that pur­ 
pose. The application is under consider­ 
ation, and in the m eantim e the Indian 
authorities are taking m atters into their 
own hands, as usual, and m aking the 
necessary disposition of troops and stores 
in anticipation of orders for an advance. 
T his the Liberal m em bers of th e Com­ 
m ons will bring to the notice of Parlia­ 
m ent, proving th at Salisbury's policy has 
quite recently brought the country w ithin 
m easurable distance of war with Russia, 
and that the relations between the coun­ 
tries are dangerously strained.

This m anuscript, which for­ 
m erly belonged to France, was found a 
few years ago in the Vatican Library. Per­ 
mission was accorded to m ake a photo­ 
graphic copy of it. for it is the torest and 
tntet acc urate of Sophocles’ tragedies The 
British M useum has for a num ber o f years 
been in tbe habit of not only accum ulating 
photographic copie3 of every rare m anu­ 
script, hut of m aking photographs itself of 
its rare and priceless literary treasures 
Very often the sentim ental tourist returns 
hom e to astonish his friends w ith the state­ 
m ent th at in the British M useum he laid 
reverent hands upon the “ Codex Sinaiti- 
cus,” aud touched the signature of the 
world's greatest bard, tbe honey-tongned 
Shakespeare, when in reality ihey were 
only photographs of the originals. 
Photo­ 
graphy will com er a great boon upon civi­ 
lization by thus m aking it possible for the 
libraries of ihe world lo exchange copies of 
their m anuscripts arid rare b o o k s— A inert■ 
can Bookmaker.

T hat great emergencies fur­ 
nish th e men for the occasion is tru e; had 
not W ashington appeared another would 
have risen up to lead the struggling col­ 
onists in th eir unequal contest; neverthe­ 
less the advent of the man W ashington 
m arked the first great step taken toward 
m aking effective th e solemn resolution 
th a t governm ent is tolerable only which 
flows from the consent of the governed, 
and hence we do ohesiance to him as the 
m ost exalted type of A m erican patriotism . 
Ill doing honor to W ashington's memory 
we pay tribute not only to his genius, the 
heroism he typified, and his unwavering 
faith in th e possibilities of free government, 
but to the principle that all men are of 
rig h t free, and should not he deprived of 
the chief iieritage of manhood, the right

broad realm where manhood is absolutelv 
king and free government stands for every 
l>ossihle hum an right, guaranteeing the 
exercise of every honest am bition and fos- 
lu rin g every noble aspiration. 
H e will 
n o t perm it th e day to die out w ithout en­ 
terin g his protest upon th e highways 
against even th e suggestion th at we have 
reached th e zenith of our possibilities, or 
th a t th e destiny of th e republic has leen 
fulfilled. 
T he land of W ashington has 
.already so far impressed itself upon the 
nations of earth th at its pacific influence is 
everyw here felt and acknowledged. 
It 
h as been reading th e lesson of federalism 
to th e K ings and Princes these hundred 
wears and more, and its task will not have 
been accom plished until the remotest relic 
o f barbarism has disappeared and the last 
usu rp er of hum an rights has laid down his 
scepter, and men everyw here upon the 
globe acknowledge the teaching of free 
governm ent, and do honor to th e im m or­ 
ta l patriots, the m em ory of the chief of 
w hom nearly sixty m illions sovereigns, by 
th e grace of n atu ral right, lo-dav honor. 


THE ASSEMBLY EXPOSE. 


T he more the “ file m utilating" matter 
is examined, the more astounding the of­ 
fenses appear. 
The facts all hedge al>out 
the story of clerk Smith, with evidence 
o f the truthfulness of the revelations. 
It 
is positive that members of both houses 
have endeavored to have him falsify the 
Assembly files in order to advance meas­ 
ures out of their order. 
Persons outside 
o f the Legislature have also “ approached” 
him and offered to bri!>c him. 
Letters by 
som e of these venal people are in the 
possession of the investigating committee, 
•and clearly convict the -writers of attempts' 
-.to corrupt the clerk. 
It is all a shameful 
-aiTair and ought to lie stirred to the 
bottom. 
Still, it is not new ; it is ancient 
history that 
in California Legislatures 
there have been more or less attempts of 
this character; no cue knows how many 
have succeeded. 
It has been notorious in 
the past that it w a s by no means impossi- 
lic to g ain an ad v an tag e by securing the 


m utilation of the file. 
Now, however that 
the opportunity offers to fix guiit, let the 
House proceed to do it. 
A ny hesitation 
will hut implicate those who may oppose 
an exhaustive inquiry and the due ap­ 
plication of penalties. 
The Assemblyman 
who throws obstacles in the way of the 
committee will lay him self open to the 
imputation of fearing the result. 
For the 
Assembly, as a body, to discourage the in­ 
vestigation w ill invite the criticism that 
it is w illing to become the apologist for 
crime. 
No legislature has been more 
openly charged with venality than this. 
Here, now, is its opportunity to separate 
the sheep from the goats, or if the charge 
is false to show it to be so and thus remove 
all possible reproaches. 


THOUGHTS FOR THE DAY. 


It has rem ained for Simon Cameron at 
the advanced age of 89 to rise in his feeble­ 
ness and protest against th e cant of the 
hour, th at the day is deficient in men of 
brains and power. 
H e declares th a t “ if 
an emergency called for a display of intel­ 
lectual and physical power, we are, per­ 
haps, as well prepared to-day as ever in 
our history.” 
T he reservation expressed 
refers, doubtless, to the decadence into 
which the U nited States has perm itted its 
navy and coast defenses to fall. 
M r. Cameron is of the belief th a t iu a 
republic, such as ours, the em ergency will 
always provide th e men who are equal to 
it, and it is true. 
In 1800-61, lielievers 
who were supposed to be in th e m ajority 
h eld jth at there were no men at the helm, 
or to be placed there, capable of guiding 
the national ship through th e tem pest­ 
uous -eas th at beset her. 
B ut how em ­ 
phatically was the lie given to the pessi­ 
m istic speculations. 
T he emergency de­ 
veloped a coterie of men who rallied the 
lovers of th e Union and saved the nation 
from ruin, in the face of the sneers and 
frowns of the civilized world, and the open 
,expression of 
nearly all peoples th at 
we had not enough of cohesive power 
or reserve 
force 
or honest 
w orth 
to 
prevent th e fabric of the republic from 
going to pieces. 
I t was shaken from 
foundation to capstone, its walls were 
wrenched by the m ightiest of political 
earthquakes, but it came out of th e trial 
sounder, better, 
grander 
th an 
before, 
purged of blemish and defect, and w ith 
added adornm ents to its noble architecture. 
T he men of emergency came, ju st as they 
would again, to th e call of need—ju st as 
they will if Socialism, venality, rebellion, 
bigotry or faint hearts again put the ex­ 
perim ent of free governm ent and demo­ 
cratic forms to the test. 
T he statesm an­ 
ship and brain {tower will develop to 
guide, and the strong arm s and brave, true 
hearts will present to repel foes of liberty, 
whatever th'eir disguise or however insid- 
uous and devilish th eir assaults. 
T he tru th is, we are given too m uch to 
depreciating th e present, to underesti­ 
m ating th e patriotic depths, to passing 
over, because of nearness of view, the real 
strength and wisdom ot th e country. 
W e 
forget, indeed, when we sharply criticise 
the leading spirits of the period, th at they 
are of our day and hour, and are neither 
lietter nor worse than the community that 
makes them what they are. 
W e are apt 
to forget th at all history teaches th at the 
latent force of a people is not known by 
surface indications, nor reserve power by 
every-day manifestations. 
In the pre­ 
revolutionary period, the men who shortly 
afterward served so nohlv at th eir coun­ 
try ’s 
altars, 
and 
did 
her 
gallant 
service 
in 
the 
fore-front 
of battle 
and 
the 
counsels 
of wisdom, 
were 
not esteemed by th eir local circles as 
a I Hive reproach ; nor did they, in a lofty 
assum ption of superior virtue and wisdom, 
refrain from party contention, the h ot de­ 
bate of w arring political factions, or in­ 
dulgence in depreciatory criticism of each 
other. 
T he vitality of the nation, the perpe­ 
tuity of free institutions, do not depend 
upon the every day m anifestations of wis­ 
dom or power 
about us. 
W e 
have 
men in plenty who are strong enough ; we 
need only to recognize true worth and en­ 
courage honest am bition, w hile we con­ 
demn venality and spun weakness. 
O ur 
laws are good enough, if only we insist 
upon their enforcement, and do not, by 
evasion and winking a t their]disregard, set 
the exam ple to those who serve us. 
T hat 
there is corruption in politic», wickedness 
in the seats of power, venality upon the 
highw ay, is chargeable to our own laches 
and sham eful lack of personal courage. 
Deep down beneath all the 
outward 
m anifestations the patriotic current runs 
resistless, and it will bear the nation on to 
its goal. 
W h at is demanded of us is to do 
what can be done to m ake th e surface 
waters clean, and to prevent, as we may, 
the necessity for storm s th at purify, and 
the sometimes necessary convulsions th at 
expel foul elem ents. 
T he 
patriotism 
of the 
coiftitry is 
not 
lacking; 
the 
power 
of 
the 
nation 
is 
sufficient. 
W hat we most need is, as Dr. H olland 
delighted to put it, “ the gentlem an in pol­ 
itics.” 
“If our political men were only all 
gentlemen,” he kept repeating, “even if they 
were no more than ordinarily intelligent, 
we should find our political affairs in a good 
condition, and the groat questions that 
stand before us in a fair way of being 
properly adjusted.” 
T he great journalist 
had, however, his definition of the gentle­ 
men to add as a qualifying clause— “a per­ 
son who knows som ething of the world, 
who possesses dignity and self-respect, who 
recognizes the rights of others, and th e du­ 
ties he owes to society in all his relations; 
who would as soon commit suicide as stain 
his palm w ith a bribe ; who would not de­ 
grade him self by intrigues.” 
T h at we so largely leave Titcom b’s gen­ 
tlem an to the q u iet of private lite, and do 
not bring him into political activity and 
service is our own fault and his. 
Still, 
when the rogues have fattened for th eir 
sacrifice, when the venal have too long de­ 
filed the tem ple w ith money changing, and 
the enem ies of free governm ent are ready 
to apply the torch, let us not fear, for the 
emergency will bring the gentlem an, other­ 
wise the honest, self-respecting, patriotic 
courageous citizen, to the front, and states­ 
m anship and valor will undo the conspira­ 
cies of the foes of liberty. 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


rWE.VTY - EIGHTH 
SESSION — FIFTIETH 
DAY. 


ASSEMBLY. 


S a c r a m e n t o , February 21.1SS7. 
The House w a s called to order at 10:15 a . m . 
The roll was ¡called, and 42 members answered 
their names. 
' 
Bishop Fowler, of the M. E. Church, took the 
place of the Chaplain, and as invocation recited 
the Lord s Prayer. 
On motion ot Yariel, Senate Concurrent Reso­ 
lution No. 5, which was lost on .Saturday even­ 
ing, was restored to the file, by a vote of 31 ayes 
to 17 noes. This was opposed by Hyde and o th ­ 
ers. 
The resolution is an im portant one, involving 
over a m illion dollars of the school money of 
the State. It was introduced by Senator Vroo- 
m an. and reads as follows: 
Whereas, On the 3d day of March, 1883, the 
Legislature of California passed Assembly con­ 
current resolution No. 20, directing the Gov­ 
ernor to fix the compensation for services ren­ 
dered by Captain John Mullan, which resolution 
recited that the Governor and State Surveyor Gen­ 
eral of the State had theretolor respectively ap­ 
pointed Captain John Mullan, of San Francisco, 
California, agent and attorney to represent the 
interests of the fctate oí California before the 
proper authorities of the Cnited States, at Wash­ 
ington, D. C f in the m atter of the claim of this 
State to five per cent, net proceeds of the sale of 
the public lands by the Cnited States in this 
State, and also in certain other m atters in said 
resolution named ; and whereas, in fa c t;the 
Governor of the State had never appointed said 
Captain John Mullan such agent and attorney, 
and neither the Governor or Surveyor-General 
had any authority to make such appointment, 
and any ratification or confirmation of said void 
Act would itself be vo id ; and whereas, the 
sum due the State iu the m atter m entioned is 
much larger than was represented, amounting 
to more than $1,000,000, and the compensation 
provided for the contemplated services would 
oe exorbitant, and an oturageous waste of 
moneys devoted to the support oí the public or 
common schools of this state—a fund of the 
most sacred character—that could never have 
been intended by the Legislature, had the full 
purport of the resolution been understood; and 
whereas, delay has arisen in the passage of the 
Act of Congress, m aking such grant to the 
school fund, by reason of the inequitable and 
unjustifiable claim of said Captain John Mullan, 
under said above nam ed resolution, and the 
passage ot said resolution is delaying and 
jeopardizing the rights of the State in securing 
so large a sum to be devoted to the education oí 
the people of the State; now, therefore, be it 
Resolved by the Senate, the AssemMy concurring, 
That so much of said resolution as attem pts to 
confirm the pretended appointm ent of Captain 
John Mullan as agent and attorney of the State 
iu the m atter above nam ed, be and the same is 
hereby rescinded, abrogated and repealed, and 
the authority alleged or pretended to have been 
conferred upon the Governor to fix the com­ 
pensation for bis services at 20 per cent, ot such 
sum as m ight be obtained, be hereby revoked, 
annulled and declared of no effect whatever; 
and be it further 
Resolved, That the people of the State of Cali­ 
fornia pledge themselves, through their Legis­ 
lature, to nold and adm inister every part of 
such sum as may be granted by the United States 
as sacredly devoted to the support of the public 
ar.d common schoolsof the State, and especially 
to be guarded against all attem pts of spoliation 
or fraudulent dim inution. 
Several of the standing committees made re- 
l>orts on unim portant measures in their hands. 
Ohleyer, of the Committee on Water Rights 
and Drainage, filed the following m inority re­ 
port, which was read by the clerk: 
* “ The undersigned, a m inority of the Commit­ 
tee on W ater Rights and Drainage, do recom­ 
mend that A. B. 451, entitled, ‘¿An Act to pro­ 
vide for the impounding of mining debris,' do 
not pass ; and we assign the following reasons 
for our recom m endation: 
“ First—There is no necessity for any of the 
provisions of said bill, except those which con­ 
travene the established law of the State as de­ 
termined by the highest judicial tribunals, 
which interiore w iih the vested rights of prop­ 
erty. and which, therefore, contravene the Con­ 
stitution. 
“ Second—The provisions contained in said bill 
with reference to the formation of corporations 
are entirely unnecessary, because at the present 
time, uuder Section 286 of the Civil Code, pri­ 
vate corporations may be formed for any legiti­ 
mate purpose to exercise any legitimate power 
connected with the industry of m ining, or the 
restraining of m ining debris : and the laws on 
the subject of corporations, to be found in the 
Civil Code of this State, are ample and sufficient 
to enable such a corporation to exercise all the 
powers essential to tn e successful conduct of the 
business of mining, or any business connected 
with that industry. 
“ Thir ;—'J he provision in said bill, with refer­ 
ence to the right of such a corporation to exer­ 
cise the power of em inent d main, for the pur­ 
pose of condemning sites upon which to locate 
restraining dams, is already substantially con­ 
tained in Subdivision V. of Section 1238 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure. As, however, the pur- 
I»ose of private m ining is a private use for which 
the right of eminent domain may not be exer­ 
cised, even by the direction of the Legislature, 
that subdivision of Section 1238 has been de­ 
clared to be unconstitutional, by the Supreme 
Court of this State, in the case of the Consoli­ 
dated Channel Company vs. the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company et al., to be found on page 
259 of the 51st California Reports. The attempt, 
therefore, is now being made, by the friends of 
this bill, to re-enact this provision into the stat­ 
utes of the State, in defiance of the Constitution 
as interpreted by the Court of last resort; and 
we are of the opinion that our duties as legisla­ 
tors, as fixed by our constitutional oaths, should 
admonish us to obey the Constitution, and to re­ 
fuse to give our official sanction to a p ovision 
in any law which that instrum ent prohibits this 
body from enacting. 
“ Fourth—The only purpose, if any. that can le 
accomplished by this bill, is an indirect sanc­ 
tion by the Legislature of the process of hy­ 
draulic mining, with a continuation of the in 
juries which it has hitherto entailed upon the 
people of the valley counties, thus giving to 
that industry a new impe¡us which will again 
necessitate iii expensive and lengthy litigation, 
an increase of the injuries, not onIV to the nav­ 
igable streams, but to the lands of private indi­ 
viduals residing ui>on and near tneir banks. 
This sanction or recognitioñ will be as uncon­ 
stitutional as the legislation would be if it un­ 
dertook to directly authorize the injuries which 
would necessarily follow a continuation of this 
process of mining, and it is unquestionably 1*?- 
vond the power of the Legislature to authorize 
such injuries or sanction the im pairm ent oí the 
vested rights of any of the people. 
(People vs. 
Gold Run D. and M. Co., 65 Cal., 151-2). 
The 
people 
of 
the 
Sacramento valley, 
who constitute not an inconsiderable por­ 
tion of the body ]H)litic. certainly have some 
rights which it is the duty of this Legislature 
to respect: and we think that alter thirty years 
of serious injury to their property, and ten years 
of expensive litigation, iu which, by united and 
continuous effort, they have succeeded in es­ 
tablishing the law in their favor, they have a 
right to protest against an effort, made by their 
representatives, to throw back upon them the 
threatened destruction which their time and 
fortunes have been expended for the purpose of 
partially averting. We challenge the right of a 
legislative body, in disregard of the commands 
of the constitution, to authorize, directly or in­ 
c irectly, an invasion of the property rights oí 
the citizen, and we insist that it is no longer a 
debatable question that, ii hydraulic mining 
under the plans of this bill will result in injury, 
it can neither be authorized nor sanctioned by 
this Legislature without an absolute violation 
o! the 8j.cred rights of the citizen as guaranteed 
by the fundam ental law 
’*• Fifth—It bv the plans proposed tobe adopted 
in this bill hydraulic mining may be conducted 
without injury, those plans may be adop 
carried into effect without legislation

libraries; would place them on a higher plane, 
and add much to their character and general 
usefulness, and m ight and would be made the 
m edium of securing sim ilarity of laws relating 
to foreign exchanges, uniformity of public re­ 
ports, and of printing, binding and indexing 
the same ; and a more liberal and uniform pol­ 
icy of domestic exchange and distribution, to 
the end that each State may more readily profit 
by the experience of her sister States’; now, 
therefore, be it 
Resolved by the Assembly of the State of California, 
the Senate concurring, That the State* of Califor­ 
nia invites (appeals to) her sister States and Ter­ 
ritories to join with her, through their Legisla­ 
tures, Librarians, Library Trustees or executive 
officers, in the promotion of a conference of 
State Librarians for taking such steps as in 
their judgm ent will result in perm anent benefit 
to State ,'Libraries ¡in the m atters above m en­ 
tioned; that in the judgm ent of this Legislature 
the expenses of each member at such confer­ 
ence should be borne by the State or library's 
fund which he represents. 
Resolved, That the Librarian of the California 
State Library be and he is hereby directed to 
communicate w ith the Librarians ot the various 
States with a view to organizing such a confer­ 
ence and providing for the tim e and place of 
meeting. 
Resolved, That his Excellency, Washington 
Bartlett, Governor of the State of California, be 
requested to forward to each State in the Union 
three copies of the resolution: one copy to be 
directed to the Governor of the State, one eo] 
to the Secretan* of State and one copy to 
State Librarian. 
Referred to the Committee on State Library. 
At 11:15 the House adjourned to 12:15 Wednes­ 
day.

L E G ISL A T IV E NOTES. 


The Assembly has show n m uch more at­ 
tention to legislative work, thus far, and 
taken m uch less tim e in long rests over 
Sundays and holidays, than the Senate. 
W hile it is true that in killing most of the 
bills beiore the Legislature, either by 11011- 
action or by voting them out of existence, 
a public service is being rendered, still 
there are several hills of m erit now 011 the 
tiles which are of great im portance to local­ 
ities interested or industries to be atfecteu 
and should pass. 
Some of these measures 
have passed the Assembly, and the fact 
that they have not yet been reached in the 
Senate, and that th at body is taking au 
abnorm ally long rest in honor of George 
W ashington, is eliciting criticism from the 
more active m em bers of the lower House, 
and from the people of the localities and 
industries to be affected by the new laws. 


THE LEGISLATIVE SCANDAL. 


S ec re ta ry S m ith T ells VVliat H e K now s 
A b o u t th e F iles. 
The principal topic of discussion yester­ 
day was the expose of official crookedness 
made before an Assembly investigating 
com m ittee .Saturday evening. The fact that 
the com m ittee held its session with closed 
doors kept the 
public 
from learning, 
through the m edium of the press, the ex­ 
act occurrences, and in consequence the 
names of m any honest legislators have been 
severely handled since by gossip. 
M any individuals 
yesterday, 
among 
them a num ber of legislators, expressed a 
disbelief in the statem ents made by Sm ith, 
but investigations m ade by press represent­ 
atives seemed to corroborate his each and 
every statem ent. Sm ith was at his post 
all ilav. as was also Falk, and a stranger 
would not notice from their appearance 
that anything unusual had transpired or 
was likely to occur that would disturb their 
equanim ity in the least. 
Falk moved 
about sm iling upon every one, and appa­ 
rently treated the w hole m atter as a fabri­ 
cation and a first-class joke. 
It was no­ 
ticed that Sm ith did not frequent the Ser- 
gent-at-A rm s’ 
room, 
nor the lobbv as 
frequently as he usually did; in fact, he 
stuck close to his tile all day, and at the 
recess hour skipped off to his boarding 
place in a hurry. 
Last evening the exam ination was re­ 
sum ed in room 55 on the third floor. The 
services of a shorthand reporter were se­ 
cured, and the com m ittee ready to proceed 
at 8 o’clock. Sm ith addressed the Chair­ 
m an, and said he desired that the lurther 
taking of his testim ony be in executive 
session. 
H e said he requested this front 
the fact that he had been threatened, and 
the publication of the testim ony he ex­ 
pected to give under oath would be of such 
a character that certain individuals would 
seek to do him bodily harm . 
Sunday 
night he came out of the Golden Eagle 
quite late, and discovered two men whose 
actions aroused his suspicions, and he was 
convinced they were “ laying for him .” 
H e went back into the hotel, afterwards 
slipped out and went around through the 
alley back of St. Rose Church, so as to 
avoid them . 
As far as Mr, Falk was con­ 
cerned he had 110 objections to his rem ain­ 
ing. 
The comm ittee were all desirous of con­ 
ducting the exam ination with open doors, 
but as Mr. Sm ith was persistent in his re­ 
quest, the newspaper representatives and 
others withdrew. 
Ray Falk, who was present, stated that 
he desired the fullest exam ination. 
H e 
would prefer to have the exam ination pro­ 
ceed w ith open doors. 
The newspaper re­ 
ports so far had been fabrications, and he 
and his family had suffered in consequence. 
If the newspaper lepresentatives were 
allowed to rem ain the public would get the 
true facts. 
H e said when he was through 
w ith the 
investigation 
the com m ittee 
would understand that he was not guilty 
as charged, that all that he had been ac­ 
cused of was untrue, and he would be 
clearly vindicated. 
The reporters and others then withdrew , 
leaving the com m ittee alone w ith Sm ith 
and the shorthand reporter. 
Mr. H eath 
askpd Mr. Ellsw orth to conduct the ex­ 
am ination. 
Mr. Ellsw orth said he would like to re­ 
view som ewhat 
the testim ony already 
given in order to have it taken down. 
He 
theu asked witness several questions rela­ 
tive to statem ents he had already made re­ 
garding Senator M othttand H enry’s opium 
hill. 
„ 
Sm ith took lrom his pocket a letter, and 
handing it to Mr. Ellsw orth, said; “Throw 
your optics onto that. I guess there’s no 
forgery about it.” 
T he'letter was read by the shorthand re­ 
porter as follow s: 
Drar FA.: Please don't forget to shove down 
that bill. 
You did not do it last evening. 
1 
Mokpitt. 
It was printed on a letter-head of the 
Senate Com mittee on City, City and County 
and Tow nship Governments, and 
has 
printed thereon, “ H on. Frank J. Mofhit, 
Chairm an.” 
It was not dated, but the wit­ 
ness gave the date. The witness also said 
he afterwards met Moftltt, and the latter 
said to him , “ You h a v e --------------- again. 
You have knocked yourself out of $75, 
and rae out of $200." 
T his statem ent m ade by Mr. Moffiit can 
be corroborated by a reliable witness who 
was present, and from whom a representa­ 
tive of this paper learned the facts. 
I {Thectm m ittee were very anxious to know 
w hat Sm ith 
knew about H enry, from 
Butte, and his opium bill. 
He was ques­ 
tioned very closely on this point, and re­ 
peated all he had said the evening before, 
giving a few additional facts. 
H e claimed 
that the press had m isrepresented him by 
saying that H enry dem anded $500. H enry 
nam ed no am ount. 
W hen he told H enry 
that Moffit* desired to have the bill held 
back, he said, “ You don't do nothing of 
the k in d .-------------. until they fix me. Mof­ 
fit can't m ake all there is in it.” 
H enry 
told him again, at the Golden Eagle, that 
Moftitt had to “ fix him fm r he would push 
the measure. 
“ To show you,” said Sm ith, “ that he 
was not sincere, his bill stood at the head 
of the file for several days, and H enry each 
day would ask to have it passed on file.” 
lie was questioned very closely as to the 
language used by H enry and the m anner 
of the m an in using it 
W itness replied 
that he looked, acted and talked like a m an 
who m eant to do a little “ fixing;” thought 
he was in earnest. 
Mr. Ellsw orth then asked relating to 
the Oakland law yer who had endeavored 
to t e m p t the clerk w ith coin. Sm ith then 
gave a brief history of the bill which gives 
Miss Pfeiffer $17,000 for a little water right 
at Berke'.ev and which has been in the 
hands of L. E. Bulkeley, and showed tbe 
following letters, which show conclusively 
that the attorney was aware of the little 
tricks necessarv to advance a questionable 
claim on file. 'T he letters are all dated at 
the Palace Hotel. 
FA J Smith—D e a r S ir ; Don't fail to get M'.l 
”95 to pav estate of Aurelia Pfeiffer, etc.. on the 
file >0 it can be called up tor first reading before 


Saturday. Inform I.a Blanc, so that he can call 
it up, or he m ight be absent from the House. 
Please attend to this, us I mav not be able to go 
up before Sunday. Yours truly, 
L E. Bulkf.ley. 
In this letter the num ber of the bill and 
its object, the words "first reading before 
S aturday,'1 and “ Mr. Le Blanc,” 
were 
heavily underscored. 
Them was also a 
note to it. reading as follow s: “ Mail m e a 
copy of the am ended bill as soon as it is 
printed.” 
. 
T he next letter is of date February 11th, 
two days later, and read s: 
F r id a y E v e. 
Ed. J. Smith—My D ear Sir : I don’t find bill 
295 among those passed to first reading. Please 
don’t neglect this. Will go up Sunday, 3 o’clock 
train. Meet me at Golden Eagle. 
’ 
L K. B ui.keley. 
Sm ith did Rot act, and the next day he 
received a real live business letter as fol­ 
lows : 
San F r a n c is c o , February 12,18.87. 
yfy Drar Xeii: I find it will L>e m uch to the in­ 
terest of bill 293 lor me to remain over till Mon­ 
day morning. Please inform 
Mr. LaBlanc. 
Drive that business, and I w ill see you as soon 
as I arrive. Don't spare anything. 
B u l k e l e y . 
In this letter LaBlanc’s nam e is under­ 
lined, the words “ drive th at business” are 
doubly underscored, and under the words 
“ don't spare anything” three deep black 
lines are drawn. 
Sm ith adm itted th at he had received $5 
in coin from Bulkeley, but claimed that it 
was legitimate business, a paym ent for a 
copv of all the bills introduced in the 
House. 
He said Bulkeley bored the life 
out ot him with letters and personal im ­ 
portunities, until in order to get rid of him 
lie had said, “ For God’s sake, give m e a 
r e s t; I’ll do it.” 
As regards F alk's cutting and “ m onkey­ 
ing ” w ith tbe file, Sm ith's testim ony is 
positive and direct. 
Falk cam e to him 
about the Glenn county bill and said he 
was going to advance it on the tile. 
“ I 
don't know how much he got for it. 
He 
spoke to m e about it more than once. 
1 
told him Ryan would not allow it, and he 
rem arked, ’ I have fixed Rvan.' or ‘ I will 
fix Ryan,' I don’t know which.” 
Going back to the $17.0U0 Berkeley water 
scheme, Sm ith said Bulkeley said he would 
give him $50 to advance it live pages, and 
$¿50 as soon as it reached the first-reading 
file. 
Sm ith claims to have acted 
entirely 
honest and honorable, and so far there is 
no testim ony th at w ould indicate he had 
done differently. 
A bout the Capitol build­ 
ing the general expression, even am ong 
legislators, 
is that “ he m ade a fool of 
him self.” 
Be th at as it may, he has done 
an act of which any m an m ight well feel 
proud, and honorable men in both houses 
applaud and uphold his action.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE, 


T he R oad to P rosperity. 
Among the things necessary for Sacra­ 
mento to do to make herself self-inviting 
to the new era of prosperity, for which her 
people are all looking and desiring, is to 
improve the city’s appearance in building 
streets and lawns as much and as rapidly 
as possible. There has not been, thus far, 
much pride displayed in the construction 
of the business houses of the city, although 
there are a few commendable exceptions. 
These deserve all praise, and should re­ 
ceive public commendation and the utmost 
encouragement. It is not infrequent that 
the people upon a street or block desire to 
have it graded and improved, but, under 
the law, a few old fogies can effectively 
block the wheels to progress by interposing 
their protests, and thus the residents of a 
locality are prevented from beautifying 
their neighborhood and increasing the 
value of their property because of the un­ 
fortunate survival of certain members of 
the moss-back family. 
Until the spirit of enterprise and de­ 
termination becomes sufficiently strong in 
a community to tiud some way to get 
around these obstacles to public improve­ 
ments and to push forward without regard 
to them, the commercial prosperity and 
growth of such a city can be readily meas­ 
ured with a very short yard-stick, and the 
convenient pasturage for cows will con­ 
tinue in its streets. There is an awakening 
spirit at the present time for general im ­ 
provement in the Capital city, with a view 
to making it what it should" be, and what 
from natural advantages it m ar be—the 
most beautiful city in the State. It is to be 
hoped that this spirit of enterprise wiil 
rapidly augment, and 
that whosoever 
would retard it by raising moss-backed pro­ 
tests will be compelled to step aside and 
give place to others who are able to breathe 
the air of a live present, free from the 
stilling atmosphere of a dead past. 


Court Item s.

About 11:30 Sunday night a 
special 
freight train of 23 cars, a caboose and two 
engines, was coming west in good order, 
when at Tamarack station, about three 
miles above Cisco, the switch rail broke as 
the first locomotive reached it, and both 
locomotives and six cars loaded with sheep 
left the rails. The engines struck the sup­ 
ports of the suowshed, crushing them, and 
the weight of eight or ten feet of snow on 
the roof of the structure caused it to col­ 
lapse, about 80 feet of it falling in upon 
the locomotives and cars. Win. L. Knee- 
land, one of the brakemen, was struck by 
the falling debris and ciushed beneath it. 
Henry Kern, engineer of locomotive No. 
193, and C. C. Brown, engineer of No. 75, 
were both slightly hurt. 
Their firemen 
escaped virtually uninjured, as did also 
two tramps who had been stealing a ride, 
though one of the latter was caught by the 
debris and received a cut on the head. 
Iuformation of the accident was not re­ 
ceived here until after midnight, but as 
soou as Superintendent W right was no­ 
tified he ordered a large force of men with 
a wrecking train to the scene. 
The body 
of the unfortunate brakeman was found 
after several hours’, work, and it was evi­ 
dent from the injuries it had received that 
death had been instantaneous. Mr. Knee­ 
land was the son of John Kneeland, for 
many years a well-known resident of 
Truekee, but now living with his family at 
Colfax. Miss Addie Kneeland. a sister of 
the deceased, has been attending school in 
this city. There was much regret exprissed 
by railroad men yesterday at the fate of the 
unfortunate brakeman, wbo was greatly 
liked by all his associates. His remains 
were taken to Colfax for interment. 
Tamarack station is an unlucky place, 
many railroad accidents having occurred 
there, some of them being very serious. 
Engineer Kern, who had the head engine 
at the time of the accident, has been un­ 
fortunate, and yet fortunate, having been 
in three mishaps, but getting through them 
without serious injury. 
The snow-shed caught two of the cars of 
sheap when it fell, and crushed them in. 
Nearly all of the sheep in the first car were 
killed, and several os those in the second 
car also.

This gives a fire-proof build­ 
ing, far superior to brick or stone in case of 
earthquakes, equally as durable and much 
cheaper.”

Breuner hold up one side of his old shed 
roof. It will be a great pitv if this atti­ 
tude of his neighbor should compel Mr. 
Breuner to abandon the construction of the 
fine building for which lie lias plans pre­ 
pared. as the city has too few such business 
blocks, and decidedly too many such in­ 
dividuals who are willing to interpose 
their own short-sighted interests against 
tiie improvement and prosperity of the 
city.

AMERICAN" AGRICULTURISTS. 


H arm ony o f A ction in A ll B ranches Look 
ing T ow ards P urity o f P roducts. 
The National Agricultural and Dairy 
men's Convention met a year ago and 
adopted plans to protect pure butter, at the 
same time soliciting the aid of the wine in 
dustrv of California. They adopted the 
plan of the Green bill relating to pure 
wines, and owing to their great influence 
in many States were enabled to take their 
■bill out of the hands of tbe Ways and 
Means Committee 
and 
secure passage 
through the Agricultural Committee. This 
plan may yet be necessary to the success of 
the wine bill, but at the next session the 
Ways and Means Committee may be favor­ 
able to such measures. Meanwhile, the 
Association has held another Convention 
in New York and shown that they do not 
forget the vine-growers, nor their assist­ 
ance last winter, by passing the following 
resolutions by unanimous vote: 
Whereas, This Convention of the American 
Agricultural aud Dairy Association desires to 
express its interest in and sym pathy with all 
branches of agricultural industries, especially 
that of graj>e culture and its products, and com­ 
mends all efforts to secure purity and whole­ 
someness in those products; and whereas, we 
desire to extend words of encouragement to all 
individuals and organizations working for such 
objects; therefore be it 
Resolved, That this Association cordially ap­ 
proves the organization of the National Viti- 
cultural Association and greets it as a co-worker 
in the development of American industries, and 
hereby extend it our hearty aymj athy and ap­ 
proval; aud 
Resolved, That the efforts of said Association 
to secure national legisla! ion to protect the 
purity of American w iues. as evidenced by the 
bills introduced by it into Congress to cheek tile 
m anufacture and sale of spurious wines, and to 
protect pure wines of the grape from contam i­ 
nation with whisky, meets with our hearty ap­ 
proval, and it is the sense ot this Association 
that it is the duty of Congress to take prompt 
aud favorable action upon such legislation; anil 
Resolved, That we commend the earnest and 
able efforts of Charles A. Wetmore, the Presi­ 
dent of the National V iticultural Association 
and the other officers and members of tbe same, 
to elevate the standard of purity in the products 
of American vineyards through legislative ac­ 
tion aud otherwise, and deeply regret the ina­ 
bility of Mr. Wetmore to be present and partici­ 
pate in the deliberations of this committee.

Several 
witnesses were present to prove the circula­ 
tion of the Bee containing the alleged libel­ 
ous article. For the purposes of the exam­ 
ination General Hart admitted the publica­ 
tion, which concluded the examination. 
The defendants moved for a dismissal on 
the ground of lack of jurisdiction. This 
was denied, and defendants held for trial, 
with bail fixed at $500. The examination 
created considerable interest, the hearing 
being held in the Court-house, with a full 
audience in attendance.

The deputy Sheriffs, 
who had Goldenson in charge, expected 
that an attempt would be made to take 
him from them, and hurried along a3 fast 
as they could. The crowd, however, made 
no demonstration beyond shouting at the 
prisoner. Goldenson himself was badly 
scared, but, true io bis n=ual manner, 
cursed the crowd that followed him. 
Sulci'lc of a Young "Wife. 
MartsVILLI, February 21st. — Clara 
Whitney, aged 19. wife of Norman Whit­ 
ney, residing with his father-in-law, John 
McOreary. on Twelfth andSausomestreets, 
committed suicide yesterday by taking a 
compound known as “ rough on rats.” She 
had a quarrel with her sisters, and becom­ 
ing very argrv went into a room and took 
the poison. She then told her mother whit 
she had done. Being a-ked why she had 
done so. she said she did not wish to live. 
Medical aid was summoned, but all efforts 
to resuscitate her were unavailing, she 
dying about 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The Coroner's jury rendered a verdict to 
the eff ct that deceased came to her death 
by a dose of poison taken with suicidal in­ 
tent. 
Attempted Suicide. 
Gilroy, February 21st.—An attempt at 
suicide was made itere on Saturday night 
by Lizzie Crawford, who figured a few 
months since in the San Francisco Police 
Courts upon a charge of attempting to rob 
a Gilroy granger of $700 and was arrested 
in a Piipont-street dive.

INSECT PESTS. 


WINTER WASHES RECOMMENDED 
BY THE STATE INSPECTOR. 


General Rem edy for Scale Pests— 
The Destruction of Codlin and 
Peach Moths—W oolly Aphis. 


The State Inspector of Fruit Pests, in his 
recent report to the Governor and Legisla­ 
ture, gives an extended chapter upon the 
destruction of insect pests, and the follow­ 
ing is then given as remedies applicable 
daring the dormant season : 
The most successful winter wash against 
the armored scales, such as the Peruiciosus 
scale {Atpidintm peniiciom.’), the greedy 
scale (Asp idiot u.1 rapax), and even for the 
oystershell bark louse (Aspidiolua chonchi- 
formis), the best protected of all, have 
proved to be those contain ing part soda and 
part potash iye. From personal experience 
we recommend two formulas of this kind: 
Per eenll 
1 ft. ol solid concentrated Am. lye, or..........80 
%B>. of powdered caustic soda, or.................98 
1 ft. of powdered caustic soda, or..................76 
lJiTfts. of powdered caustic soda, or..............63 
To be dissolved iu PA gallons of water. 
Any one of these to 2 pounds of commer­ 
cial potash, 52 per cent. 
This proportion was, I believe, first 
recommended by M. Cooke, and has in all 
cases which have come under my observa­ 
tion proved very successful. 
ANOTHER FORMULA 
Recommended by Professor Hilgard is un­ 
doubtedly equally good, but I have not 
had an opportunity to see its results, ex­ 
cept in one or two cases. As will be seen 
from prices given below, it will cost about 
one cent a gallon less than the above: 
One pound of solid concentrated lye 
(Am.). or...........................................80 per cent. 
Four-Iilllis of a jtound of powdered 
caustic soda, or..............................98 per cent. 
One pound of powdered caustic 
soda, or...........................................76 per cent. 
One and one-quarter pounds of pow­ 
dered caustic soda, or....................63 per cent. 
To be dissolved in two gallons of water. 
Any one of these to one-half pound of 
commercial potash, at 52 per cent. 
The prices of soda and potash vary con­ 
siderably. Caustic soda is high just now; 
Greenbank. 93 per cent., is worth 9} cents 
in cases of 240 pounds ; in small lots, say 
10 cents per pound. 
Caustic soda.......................................76 per cent. 
Caustic toda.......................................63 per cent. 
Concentrated (solid) American iye, 80 per 
cent., is sold at about 71 cents per pound. 
First sorts of potash (commercial potash), 
containing about 52 per cent, of caustic 
potash, OS cents, in drums of 000 pounds; 
small quantities, 9 cents. 
THE BEST TIME TO APPLY ALKALINE WASHES. 
The vast difference in results with alka­ 
line washes—notably witli those contain­ 
ing soda alone—are due not alone to their 
very varying strength, but to atmospheric 
conditions also. We quote Professor Hil­ 
gard: 
“ In examining trees that have been 
sprayed with soda lye alone on a sunny 
day, it will sometimes be found that within 
an hour after tbe spraying, the dry por­ 
tions are covered with a network of small, 
white needles, resembling white frost. 
These needles are siutuly solid carbonate 
of soda, and show that by the action of the 
dry air the ‘causticity ’ of the Iye has been 
quickly destroyed. The bland, common, 
sal soda lias taken its place, and the action 
is practically at an end. 
“ It is (juite otherwise when the spraying 
has been done,on a moist or foggy day, or 
late in the afternoon, so’ that the lye re­ 
mains in a liquid condition. It then goes 
on working for many hours, eating away 
the edges of the old scale, and finally reach­ 
ing to the old insect or eggs inside; and, 
should favorable weather continue, the 
toughest old inhabitants may thus be de­ 
stroyed in a single application. 
“ The use of potash compounds in con­ 
nection with the soda lye aids materially 
in maintaining the active corrosion more 
or less independently of moist weather, by 
preventing the rapid evaporation and solid­ 
ification that so often puts a premature end 
to it. Moreover, the potash compounds so 
used ultimately reacn and remain in the 
soil, and act as a fertilizer wheji needed, 
so that the money spent on them is not 
gone with the insects.” 
MODE OF PREPARING WASHES. 
The easiest way of preparing the alkali 
washes, especially the solid concentrated 
lye, is by suspending the material in a bar­ 
rel of water, either putting it on a perfo­ 
rated piece of tin or into a sack. Being 
thus suspended, the diffusion is quite rapid 
and the material will require hut little 
looking after. By using hot or boiling 
water the action, of course, is hastened 
very much. When dissolved thoroughly, 
each kind having been kept separately, they 
are mixed and stirred well, so that they be­ 
come thoroughly mixed. The liquid should 
be stirred tbrongh a fine sieve (brass) or 
cloth, so that no clogging is possible when 
the wash passes through a nozzle. 
The San Jose nozzle has been and is 
being very generally used, but for lye 
washes, it is, in my opinion, inferior to the 
Imperial and the Cyclone. The latter has 
the advantage of throwing the stream bet­ 
ter on the underside of the branches and 
foliage. When a pump with two outlets is 
at work tbe two kinds of nozzle may be 
used to advantage. One ntan may work 
principally on the upper part of the tree 
with the Imperial (because its spray being 
thrown straight hits the more vertical 
branches squarely), while the other man 
will reach the lower more horizontal 
branches better with the Cyclone spray, 
carrying as it does, either upward or down­ 
ward. 
HOW TO PREPARE THE TBEE FOB SPRAYING. 
If large trees, say over twenty feet high 
or even less, are to be treated, it will be 
found the best policy to cut them back to 
reaching distance, otherwise the prob­ 
ability is that part of the tree will not be 
reached. Likewise it is necessary to cut 
away such limbs as are preventing the free 
movements of the worknnn. For trees of 
ali sizes we prefer the pruning of all the 
heavier limbs at first, and the complete 
thinning of the tAcs, leaving the leading 
shoots uncat, to avoid the possible danger 
of the killing back of buds which were in­ 
tended for next year’s growth. 
Badly infested trees, when the scales are 
layers thick, may need two treatments, 
with an interval of ten days. 
Owing to the advanced condition of 
peach trees in the early sections tbe 
strength ot alkali cannot be used without 
running the risk of sacrificing the fruit 
buds. 
The strength given in both formulas 
should not be used on any trees after the 
buds have commenced to swell sensibly, 
and in almost all sections, except in very 
lare ones, the wash should be finished by 
tiie end of February. 
ACTUAL COST OF SPRAYING. 
Putting the cost of material per gallon 
at five and six cents respectively, half a 
cent for preparation, making five and a 
half and six and a half cents, we find that 
a tree 0-7 feet in diameter and 8-9 teet 
bight of crown, will require about one 
gallon; aud the cost of application will le 
0 7 cents, we have a total co-.. c? thirteen 
cents per tree; larger trees in pi •portion. 
We have endeavored to find a >> ain and 
easy mode for testing comnreicial lyes. 
There does not seem to be anj which can 
be used by any one. We recommend that 
the purchaser demand of the sellers to sec 
their Custom-house certificates, which wiii 
indicate the strength of the lye. He will 
then at least know what strength he has 
received. We have to rely greatly upon 
the honesty of dealers. The so-called lye 
tests are really misleading, except when 
we deal witb pure articles. As they only 
ttst the density of the liquid, soluble salts 
or other inert substances may be present 
without being discovered by this test. 
WOOLLY APHIS. 
For the subjection of this most trouble­ 
some and wide-spread enemy of the apple 
tree, a number of years’ experience has 
convinced us that gas lime (used with 
moderation), the refuse front gas wdfcs, is 
both a lasting destroyer of the insect ami 
a fertilizer. 
Use from one and one- 
half to two shovelfuls of fresh gas lime per 
tree, spreading it over the surface around 
the tree to cover about six feet in diameter, 
if the soil i* deep and well drained, a 
much larger quantity may be safely used. 
Care should be taken not to pile the gns 
lime around the neck of tbe tree, as the 
solution of the gas by water formed by the 
rains might scald the bark. To prevent 
possible migration from the roots to the 
upper branches, place a shovelful of fresh 
ashes around the base of the tree. The 
dres.-ing witb gasJinte should be dene as 
eaiiv as possible, nial tbe rains may have 
full effect on it and carry it into the ground. 
For the form of woolly aphis infesting the 
ton. the daubing of kerosene on the in­ 
fested knots is a fair remedy; washing es­ 
pecially in tbe summer with the summer 
wash recommended in Bulletin No 3 (see 
forthcoming report). However, when the 
red lady bugs are numerous, we prefer tu 


trust the extermination of the aphis to 
them. 
CODLIN MOTH. 
The fighting of this insect must be prin­ 
cipally done in the spring and summer, the 
line of defense being indicated 111 my re­ 
port. The winter work must consist in re­ 
ducing tne hiding places for the cocoons. 
As these are often found many inches be­ 
low ground, the soil should be removed 
and the bark scraped. If the trunk has 
very rough bark it should be also scraped, 
and if it is covered with lichens or moss 
give it a spraying with a weak solution, 
half the strength of wbat is indicated 
above. 
peach moth (Anarlia linealella). 
, 
The first brood of worms bore into young 
lintbs jf peach trees, the second into tbe 
fruit. Tbe bulk of tbe pupto evidently 
harbors in the ground, and dusting with 
gas-lime about in the same manner as for 
woolly aphis might prove a remedy. Any 
infected limbs should be cut off and burned, 
and 110 hiding places for them allowed. It 
is in the spring they show their work most 
plainly by the withering young shoots. 
These must be cut off and destroyed. 
cottony cushion scale (Iccrya purchasii). 
For all deciduous tree3, such as locust, 
which is much subject to this pest, we re­ 
commend one-fourth'of a pound of whale- 
oil soap to one gallon of water. Before 
treating the tree, cut off the tops down to 
the main branches and burn them. For 
evergreens, the summer wash recommended 
last summer is useful, and will not hurt 
healthy foliage: Dissolve 30 pounds of 
whale-oil soap (80 per cent, soap, at the 
most costing 5 cents per pound) in 00 
gallons of water, by beating the two to­ 
gether thoroughly. Boil 3 pounds of lye 
(American concentrated lye is what we 
have used) with 0 pounds of sulphur and 
a couple of gallons of water. 
When 
thoroughly dissolved it is a dark-brown 
liquid (chemically sulphide of soda). Mix 
the two. the soap and the sulpiride of soda, 
well, and allow them to boil for about 
half an hour, then add about 90 gallons 
01 water to the mixture, and it is ready 
ior use. Apply it warm, at about 130° F., 
by means of a spray pump. Use warm 
water; its effect is better, and less materiai 
is required than when cold. It must, how­ 
ever, be remembered that the minute 
scales are especially liumeroas on the 
under side of leaves. This fact makes the 
extermination on a large tree in full fo­ 
liage almost next to impossible. Only 
small trees may be successfully treated in 
this way. Large trees must be either de­ 
prived of their foliage or cut down to a few 
limbs. Neither of these methods can be 
safely applied on tender trees during a sea­ 
son when sharp frost n ay be looked for. A 
spraying should, however, be done, as it 
will’ cheek their spread most effectually 
Too great pains cannot be taken in remov­ 
ing infected limbs, as the insect spreads 
often in this way. A canvas should be 
spread around the tree, so that none of the 
insects can escape. When the tree has 
been treated, spread hot ashes around its 
base and apply tight-fitting bands smeared 
with a greasy substance around the trunk 
to prevent any insects reascending.
